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Jew Gets a Better Break 
Than Catholic in Job Quest

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (P-O) — 
Jews are most likely to seek 
self-employment, but when they 
do look for a job, their chances 
of getting it are better than 
those of a Catholic. 


So says associate Prof. Ger- 
hard E. Lenski of the University 
of Michigan here, in a new 381- 
page book. 


According to Lenski, religious 
conditioning continues to play an 
important part in formulating an 
individual’s attitudes and work 
preferences, 

His book is based on a five- 





year study of Detroit area rest- 
dents, 


Lenski found that Jews gener- 
ally do not approve of install- 
ment buying and are most likely 
to emphasize the importance of 
savings. 


Jewish and White Protestant 
men are most contented in re- 
sponsible and demanding Jobs 
and not unskilled or semi-skilled 
occupations, he said. 


Lenski states that Jews tend 
to be Democrats whereas Protes- 
tants in the same economic sta- 
tus tend to be Republican. 





B-G Trip Seeks to Avert 
Arab War Machine Buildup 


Indications from Jerusalem are 
that Ben Gurion’s trip to Amer- 
ica has as its main purpose a 
diplomatic venture to bring about 
a cessation of the Arab arms 
build-up which threatens Israel 
with a new flare-up of war with 
the Arabs. 


Ben Gurion’s view is that -a 
joint formal declaration by the 
U. S., Russia and Great Britain, 
assuring Israel’s present borders 
would convince the Arabs of the 
futility of their current crash 
program to overwhelm Israel 





Arab World Girds Itself for War 
As Israeli Troops Launch Maneuvers 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Indica- 
tions of a growing “war spirit” 
among the Arab Nations are in- 
creasing, according to the Jew- 
ish Observer and Middle East 
Review, which reports active 
measures being taken by Arab 
leaders to ready what is labeled 
“the inevitable war against Is- 
rael,” 


An editorial in the magazine 
warns that Israel must “be pre- 
pared” so that “no Arab Eich- 
mann will be able to finish the 
job which the German Eichmann 
had begun,” 


The editorial asserts the “‘sense 
ef unease” has been increased 
by the “surprising outburst” of 
Tunisian President Bourguiba 
who, while setting himself up as 
a rival of Egyptian President 
Nasser in the Arab world, never- 
theless has joined his voice to 
those urging a military show- 
down with Israel. 


President Nasser’s belligerence 
may be self-defeating in the end, 
Says the Jewish Observer ard 
Middle East Review, for it couid 
very possibly bring about the 
very thing he wants to avoid, an 
American initiative to encompass 
a Middle East settlement. 


Intermingled with the war-talk 
S a growing concern among 
Arab leaders over a possible shift

in United States Central Intelli 
gence Agency policy in the Mid- 
dle East. 


The CIA is reportedly consid- 
ering curtailing or discontinuing 
its financial support of the Amer- 
ican Friends of the Middle East. 
AFME, an American non-profit 
organization geared for philan- 
thropic and educational activiiies 
in the Middle East, ts generally 
considered a pro-Arab movement. 
A heavy part of its budget is 
reportedly covered by the CIA. 


With the investigation into that 
agency following the Cuban fias- 
co, there is much talk that the 
CIA may be forced to end its 
contributions to AFME. 


“At their five-day conference 
in Cairo last month,” reports the 
“Observer,” “representatives of 
the generai staffs of six Arab 
armies, comprising the Consulta- 
tive Military Commission of the 
Arab League. agreed unanimous 
ly that it was necessary to reac- 
tivate the Arab Collective Se- 
curity Pact and that the best way 
of achieving this was by re- 
establishing the Joint Arab Com- 
mand.” 


The six armies represented 
were the UAR, Jordan, Iraq, Sau- 
di Arabia, Lebanon and Yemer. 
At the eonference, there were 
also observers from the Sudan, 
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Morocco and Libya. Agenda 
items, apart from the reactiva- 
tion of the Collective Security 
Pact, included: 

(A) Israeli efforts to produce 
the atom bomb. (B) Israel plans 
for the diversion of the waters 
of the Jordan. (C) Strategic as 
pects and requirements of Arab 
defense against Israel. (D) Stra- 
tegic conditions and military po- 
tential required for an offensive 
action against Israel. (E) Techri- 
cal aspects of staging a display 
of Arab armed strength in the 
Old City of Jerusalem,

Over the recent months, 
thousands of Egyptian officers 
have been trained abroad and 
new consignments of T54 tanks 
and Mig 19 fighter planes have 
been received from Russia. Nas- 
ser is waiting only for the right 
moment to attack Israel.” 

Tsur emphasized that Israel 
must maintain a capable army 
of “reserves” ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice to take the field 
beside regular army troops. Reg 
ular and reserve units began 
joint maneuvers in the field re- 
cently.

The Israeli Prime Minister was 
scheduled to arrive in New York 
Tuesday, May 23, aboard an El

After a short visit to Quebec 
on Friday, May 26, Ben Gurion 
will spend Saturday, May 27, in 
Montreal and appear at a large 
Jewish meeting given in his hon- 
or by the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress and the Israel Bond Organ- 
ization. 

He is expected to return 
New York May 28 and appear 
in Philadelphia May 29 at a cele- 
bration staged by the Israel Bond 
Organization in honor of Israel’s 
thirteenth anniversary. 


The Israel Prime Minister re- 
luctantly turned down the in- 
vitation of Mrs. Ogden Reid, 
wife of the former U. S. Ambas- 
sador to Israel, to use her Fifth 
Avenue apartment during his 
stay in Manhattan. 


Ben Gurion and his party had 
already made advance reservas 
tions at the Waldorf-Astoria. 


It is expected that Ben Gurion 
will make arrangements to mect 
with Jewish leaders at some time 
during his stay in New York to 
discuss what they consider to be 
his continual harrassment of 
Jews living outside Israel...

Britain’s Jewish Leaders Were Marked for Doom 


LONDON (P-O) — A startling and meticulously drawn up a 


document has been unearthed 
listing the names of Britain’s 
Jewish leaders who were to be 
arrested and flung into concen- 
tration camps on “Der Tag” if 
“Operation Sea Lion” ever be- 
came an actuality. 


“Operation Sea Lion” was the 
name pegged to the Nazi plans 
for invasion of England by 
Adolf Hitler. The invasion was 
called off when the doughty RAF 
blasted Hermann Goering’s 
dream of gaining supremacy in 
the air over the British Isles. 


The list containing the names 
of doomed Jewish leaders was 
tracked to earth by a reporter 
for the London Jewish Chronicle 
and affords an interesting side- 
light to the trial of Adolf Eich- 
mann now facing an Israeli court 
in Jerusalem, 


Writes the Chronicle reporter: 
“As the Eichmann trial unfolds 
the story of the annihilation of 
European Jewry, only a few 
countries, including Britain, will 
be missing from the Jewish Roll 
of Honor.” 


The reporter then goes on to 
show how narrowly Britain 
missed being there. 


The Gestapo had painstakingly 





roster of Jewish names and ad- 


dresses so there would be a. 


minimum of delay in carting the 
leaders off to Eichmann’s gas 
chambers. 

Among those fingered for 
doom were Chaim Weitzman, de- 
scribed as “professor of chemi- 
try and leader of all Jewish asso- 
ciations in England”; Chief Rabbi 
Joseph Hermann Hertz, whose 
home and office address were 
both listed, to avoid a “slip up” 
in taking him into custody; Lord 
Herbert Louis Samuel and many 
others, 


The fabled Gestapo efficiency 
stubbed its booted toes on Lord 
Samuel, for it had him listed 
twice, once by that name and 
again as Samuel Viscount, appar- 
ently under the impression that 
Samuel Viscount was “two other 
guys.” 

The list of Jewish organiza: 
tions in Britain earmarked for 
Gestapo action included the 
Board of Deputies, World Jew- 
ish Congress, Jewish Agency, 
Agudas Yisroel and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. The Chron- 
icle reporter found the “doom 
list” in the library of London 
University. It was seized by lio- 
erating American troops among 
other documents taken from se- 
cret Nazi files. 





Students Quickly Become Adept 
At Giving Answer Teacher Wants 


ROCHESTER (P-O) — Some 
aspects of Jewish education are 
so removed from reality, writes 
Educational Director Jay B. 
Sern of Conservative Temple 
Beth El in Rochester in the 
Temple Bulletin, that they re- 
call an incident in a Reform 
Congregation where children 
made believe they were wearing 
yarmulkas' because the text 
called for it. 

“The text of the _ lesson,” 
writes Mr. Sern, “was Shalom 
Yeladim, Book II, published by 
our own Conservative United 
Synagogue Commission. The 
story described Joseph and the 
various items of equipment he 
uses in religious school. 

‘Among Joseph’s indiscretions 
was the fact that he had forgot- 
ten a ‘Kipa al harosh.’ The bare- 
headed children in this Reform 
congregation blithely read the 
lesson and described their own 
study equipment including ‘Kipa 
al harosh.’ The teacher drilled 
and reviewed the lesson, each 
pupil describing an imaginary 
yarmulka on his own head, 





“We began to ponder the im- 
plications of this lesson. How 
often do teachers think they are 
succeeding in teaching the stu- 
dents when in reality the stu- 
dent is only giving the teacher 
the answer he knows the teacher 
wants. Let a Hebrew teacher ask 
any pupil what happens on Sat- 
turday night and the pupil will 
respond ‘Havdalah.’ 

“Let his mother ask the same 
question and the pupil responds 
‘bath.’ But in reality he does not 
make ‘Havdalah’ and if given a 
choice in the matter might not 
bathe either. Pupils become ex- 
pert very early in life giving 
‘the right answer.’ 

‘By high school and college, 
this tendency on the part of 
pupils to separate teachers from 
the rest of humanity, reaches a 
high point. Students compare 
notes on what a teacher wants, 
with little or no reference to 
what the situation itself actu- 
ally demands. Pupils often give 
the ‘right answer.’ But how often 
does the right answer become 
part of the pupil?”

Favors Trial 

While the Eichmann trial in 
Israel rolled on, with grisly tales 
of horror told by witnesses 
spread upon the bloody record, 
a poll conducted by Dr. George 
Gallup disclosed that the major- 
ity of Americans are convinced 
Israel is doing “the right thing” 
in trying the mass murderer of 
six million Jews. 

The Gallup Poll shows that 44 
per cent of those questioned fa- 
vored Israel’s trying Eichmann 
while 31 per cent would have 
handed him over to an interna- 
tional court. Six per cent would 
have turned him over to a Ger- 
man court, one per cent would 
have “let him go free” and 18 
per cent registered “no opinion.” 


Misgivings Fail

To Materialize 
Homer Bigart, writing in the 
New York Times, reports that 
initial misgivings over the hold- 
ing of the trial have failed to 
materialize. Some quarters ex- 
pressed trepidation lest the trial 
set off-world-wide outburst of 





anti-Semitism with attendant 
damage to Jews and their pro 
perty. 

Others were fearful that ex. 
tremists might exploit the trial tg 
Poison relations with West Gen 
many or even to arouse the Is. 
raelis against the entire world, 
including the United States ang 
the Soviet Union, for not having 
done more to prevent the Nagj 
murder of Jews. 

Still others warned that the 
trial would revive intolerable me. 
mories that would cause a great 
spread of psychological harm, 
Some predicted the trial would 
degenerate into a circus for TV 
and the world press thus expos. 
ing Israel justice to lasting harm 
and ridicule, None of these fears 
has been realized, asserts Bigart, 
who points out that the trial has 
been conducted with the great. 
est amount of restraint and pro. 
priety and that world-wide reac. 
tion has generally been favor- 
able. 

Bigart quotes an International 
Red Cross witness at the trial 
who said that Eichmann disap. 
proved measures of leniency that 
Heinrich Himmler intended to ia. 
troduce on behalf of Jews. 





Shall Eichmann 
Is Pondered as 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—The con- 
troversy over whether or not 
Adolf Eichmann should. be 
hanged grew to a new pitch of 
intensity as indications increased 
that the trial may be over by 
July 1. 

The judges chided the prosecu- 
tion for taking too much time 
in introducing documents and 
for letting witnesses “ramble 
on,” 

The assistant prosecutor, Yaa- 
cov Baror, assured the court that 
witnesses in future would be 
kept tightly within the bounds 
of relevant testimony. He indi- 
cated that Israeli Attorney Gen- 
eral Gideon Hausner might be 
able to close the prosecution’s 
case by mid-June. 


Dr. Robert Servatius, Eich- 
mann’s counsel , has declared 
that he would require only two 
weeks to present the defendant's 
case, This would mean the clos- 
ing of the trial by July 1. 


From the 54th annual meeting 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee in New York came a plea 
for the life of Eichmann from 
outgoing President Herbert Ehr- 
man who told a banquet audi. 
ence that he hoped word would 
come forth from Jerusalem 
“that life had value, even in the 
body of a beast.” 

Meyer Levin, world-renowned 
writer, author of the novel 
“Compulsion,” who is covering 
the trial for “The Day,” sug- 
gested that Israel pass judgment 
on Eichmann and then turn him 
over to a international body or 
a German court for further trial 
and sentencing. 

Natioal Jewish POST ard 
OPINION correspdonent Leon- 
ard Leader reported from Lws 
Angeles, Calif., that Yae1 Dayan. 
novelist and daughter of Israel’s

At the trial, for example, came 
demands by survivors of the 
Auschwitz death eamp that a 
one-time head of all Palestinian 
Jewry take the stand as a wit- 
ness. 

The former leader is Polish. 
born Jitzhak Greenbaum, 80, 
who was head of the Vaad Leu- 
mi (National Council) which 
was the top Jewish authority in 
Palestine until the establishment 
of the Jewish State in 1948. 


The death camp survivors 
charged that Greenbaum’s son, . 
Eliezer, who was killed during 
the 1948 Israeli-Arab war, wa3 
a collaborator of the Nazis. A 
book by Y. Denur, which has 
just been published here, fea: 
tures a character called “Fruch- 
tenbaum” who, while a_ block 
prisoner at Auschwitz, killed 
and tortured fellow Jews. Denur 
said “Fruchtenbaum’s” prote 
totype was Eliezer Greenbaum. 


Herbert Ehrman, in his ban- 
quet speech at the American 
Jewish Committee convention, 
charged that the leaders of Eng: 
land, Russia, the United States 
and Vichy France were guilty 
of “lack of cooperation” in res- 
cuing Jews from Hitler, although 
opportunities were available to 
them to do so. 

Ehrman paid tribute to the 
late King Christian of Den Den- 
mark who risked his life to send 
Danish Jews off to safety in 
Sweden. . 

Quentin Reynolds, addressing 
a meeting of top echelon Israel 
Bond leaders at the Hotel Bal* 
clay in Philadelphia, declared 
that the late Franklin D. Roos 
velt, Winston Churchill and the 
International Red Cross were 
“silent” during the slaughter of 
Jews from 1939 to 1943.. 

The Red Cross, he declared, 
ihspected the Warsaw Ghetto 
where 4,000 Jews were starvirg 
to death, and reported that 
things were not top. bad there 
that the Jews were being ket 
alive. .

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‘Sheik of Shriek’ Slams Hitleresque 
Screams Daily at Fifty Million Arabs 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A scream- 
ing HitelresSque voice slams 
throgh the airwaves of the Mid- 
dle East, convincing millions of 
Arabs that the Jews are mortal 
enemies. The voice touches off 
riots, spurs the overthrow of Mid 
East governments, triggers sab- 
otage of refineries and pipelines 
and drives Muslims to new 
heights of frenzied fighting. 

The voice comes from a bald- 
headed, paunchy man in his mid- 
die thirties who wears a Madi- 
son Avenue business suit and is 
pegged in some circles as more 
popular than UAR Presidert 
Gamel Abdel NasSer whose alter 
ego he is. aa 

The screaming spellbinder is 
Ahmed Said and his poison slops 
into the ears of fifty million list 
teners every day whose radios 
are tuned in to his tantrums no 
less religiously than the Nazi 
airwave addicts who once gob- 
bled up the slime of Adolf Hitler. 

Ahmed gives a daily comment. 
ary on the news and his methods 
and maunderings are delineated 
by William S. Ellis, managing edi- 
tor of the Beirut, Lebanon “Daily 
Star,” writing in the June issue 
of Harper’s Magazine. 

In addition to the daily news 
commentary, reports Ellis, Said 
produces an afternoon program 
called “Truths and Lies.” An an- 
nouncer will read a newspaper 
story favorable to Israel or Jor 
dan’s young King Hussein, or an 
other one of Nasser’s rivals in 
the Arab world. 

This, of course, is “the lie.” 
Ahmed Said then comes on to 
relate “the truth.” 

An examplé? 


ANNOUNCER: “An Israeli 
newspaper describes King Hus- 
sein’s recent trip to Africa as 
“victorious and triumphant.” 

AHMED SAID: “My brothers 
in Lebanon, my brothers in Jor- 
dan, my brothers in Iraq, my 
brothers in Saudi Arabia, my 
brothers in Aden, my brothers 
everywhere this is proof that 
Hussein is an agent of Israel 
Tell us, O Hussein, what inter- 
ests have you achieved on your 
tour? Tell us why you went :o 
Africa. Why did you go to Africa 
after Golda Meir went there? 

“The imperialist hands are now 
plotting against our republic. 
King Mickey Mouse did not plan 
this trip but his masters have 
done it for him.

Jewish Book 
Council Makes 


Four Awards 

NEW YORK (P-O) — Four 
awards carrying cash _ prizes 
totalling $700 for 1960’s_ best 
Jewish books in the fiction, po- 
etry and juvenile fields were 
made at the annual meeting of 
the Jewish Book Council of the 
National Jewish Welfare Board 
at the Willkie Memorial Build- 
ing, 20 W. 40th St.

Said, who is general manager 
of the powerful broadcasting sta- 
tion of the UAR, “The Voice of 
the Arabs,” met his match in 
Tunisian President Habib Bour- 
guiba. In 1958, when Habib’s gov- 
ernment broke off relations with 
the UAR and absented itself 
from the highly-touted Arab 
League, Ahmed Said initiated a 
bitter campaign for the over- 





throw of the Pro-Western pres- 
ident. ; 

“He charged,” writes Ellis, 
“that Bourguiba was participat- 
ing in plots against the Arab 
homeland, plots schemed by 
America. He even compared 
President Bourguiba to the mur- 
derer Nuri as-Said of Iraq. 

“To Said’s repeated announce- 
ment that Arabs everywhere 
were united, Bourguiba had a 
short, pithy reply. ‘The Arab 
States,’ he said, ‘are united only 
in Poverty.’ In his rebuttal, Bour- 
guiba ridiculed Nasser’s cam- 
paign against Israel and charged 
that the UAR president was blind 
to the dangers of Communism ” 

In the quarrel with Bourguiba 
a life-long fighter for Tunisian 
independence and’a popular fig- 
ure in the Moselm world, Nas- 
ser was humiliated and for once 
Ahmed Said was speechless. 

Concludes Ellis: “Recognizing 
in Bourguiba a clever soldier in 
the war of words, Ahmed Said’s 
Voice of the Arabs retreated from 
Tunisia and turned on the colon 
ial powers in Muslim Black Af- 
rica.”

Of all the heroes known to the United 
States Navy, Uriah P. Levy is certainly 
one of the most unusual. His name is en- 
shrined, not for a great naval victory, nor 
an act of valor—but for compassion! 


Uriah Levy, the first Jewish officer to 
choose the Navy as a career, was brought 
up in a hard school. He studied seaman- 
ship and navigation at the Naval School 
in Philadelphia, and held his first com- 
mand of a sailing ship when he was but 
twenty years old. During the war of 1812 
he was captured and imprisoned by the 
British for more than a year. 


In the Navy after the war he chased 
slave traders and pirates and advanced 
steadily in rank. He was part of a service 
which expected its men to endure tre- 
mendous deprivation and cruelty. Men 
died of scurvy, fell into the seas from icy 


rigging, and lived for months on end in 
tiny, airless forecastles. And the universal 
punishment for violations of the strict 
Navy discipline was a many-thonged lash 
known ag the terrible cat o’ nine tails. 


In 1844 Uriah Levy was made a cap- 
tain and began work on his monumental 
‘Manual of Internal Rules and Regula- 
tions for Men of War.’ It changed the 
course of the U.S. Navy in many re- 
spects—and helped: to bring an end to 
the practice of flogging. 


This single idea of mercy and compas- 
sion became Uriah Levy’s monument. For 
when he died in 1862 they erected a stone 
over his grave which reads: 


* “The father of the law for the abolition 
of the barbarous practice of corporal pun- 
ishment in the Navy of the United States.”

Pagan Rome’s mistrust and 
fear of Judaism is made clear 
by Prof. Isaac. who illustrates 
how the polydeism of Rome was 
threatened by the Judaic con- 
ception of one God. If the Judaic 
concept of the deity were to 
prevail, it would topple the en- 
tire religious, cultural and gov- 
ernmental structure of Rome 
and for this reason the Roman 
rulers set about to implement 
a vicious program of Jewish 
persecution.

“Where and when,” asks Prof. 
Isaac, ‘did pagan anti-Semitism 
first show itself? During the 
second millenium of the pre- 
Christian era, Egypt was the 
only example; it is found in the 
Biblical record of the Exodus of 
which the historicity can be ac- 
cepted in spite of certain legen- 
dary episodes and whose date is 
around the 13th century B.C. 


“In the Greek and Hellenistic 
worlds, anti-Semitism was not 
propagated until the second or 
third centuries B.C., a time when 
the Jewish Diaspora had spread 
very widely. And even in this 
period, Egypt was the center of 
the great Greco-Egyptian me- 
tropolis of Alexandria, where 
sharp competition created ri- 
valry between Greeks and Jews. 

“This economic rivalry found 





also in other commercial centers 
of the Hellenistic world—for ex- 
ample Antioch—is the second 
source of pagan anti-Semitism. 
It is principally Greek; it re- 
sulted not so much in persecu- 
tion as in veritable wars of ex- 
termination between Jews and 
Greeks. For Jewry was a force 
at this time to be reckoned with 
Spiritually and temporally as 
witness in the second century 
B.C. the victorious resistance of 
the Maccabees to the Greek King 
of Syria, Antiochus Epiphanes; 
or the numerical importance of 
the Diaspora—7 per cent to 8 
per cent of the total population 
of the Roman Empire; or again 
in the following centuries, the 
two wars of independence 
fought by Palestinian Jews 
against Rome—wars which the 
Roman Empire, at the height of 
its power, still had difficulty in 
winning. 


“And so we come to the time 
when _ Christianity appeared. 
And we have at once to face 
an enigma. How could Chris- 


tianity, born Jewish, born of a|= 


Jewish belief (in the coming of 
a Messiah-Savior), born of the 
preaching of a Jew,. Jesus- 
Yeshua, and of his apostles and 
desciples, all Jews—how could 
this Christianity succumb to 
anti-Semitism?

NEW YORK (P-O) — Jewish 
Jeaders who are optimistic about 
the current “Jewish Revival” may 
be further encouraged by the 
decision of a regional chapter of 
the United Synagogue of Amer- 
ica (Conservative) to offer an 
unsolicited candidate for the pres- 
jdency of that organization in 
next November’s election.

HAIFA — Historic movements 
often have a way of forgetting 
those who played vital roles in 
the creative days of the move- 
ment. Zionism is no exception. 
Indeed a list of the giant person- 
glities whose 
memories have 
been neglected 
by those who 
have come 
after, would be 
most imposing, 

One such is 
Nachum Soko- 
low, who died 
exactly 25 und 
years ago, on Alpert 
May 17, 1936. Delayed recogni- 
tion has become matter of course 
in his case. ‘The 10th anniversary 
of his death ‘in 1946 was made 
the occasion ‘for proclamation of 
a new press center in Tel Aviv 
to bear his name. More than a 
dozen years elapsed before Bet 
Sokolow became a reality. 


SOKOLOW’S GRAVE in the 
Willesden Cemetery, in London, 
was for two decades unmarked 
even by a tombstone until 1956 
the Jewish Agency finally moved 
his remains to an appropriate 
spot on Mount Herzl, Jerusalem. 

And though occasional articles 
about him appeared from time to 
time in various journals and 
magazines, there was no full- 








—— 





length biography of the man 
until the Herzl Press in New 
York last year _ published 
“Nachum Sokolow, Servant of 
His People,” by Dr. Simcha 
Kling of Greensboro, N. C., for 
whom this was a labor of love 
and devotion. 

Kling tells the story in full. 
Those who never knew will be 
surprised to learn that Sokolow, 
an amazingly prolific journalist, 
performed vital political work 
which laid the basis for the Bal- 
four Declaration and the subse- 
quent mandate. He went to Bri- 
tain in 1914 and at once began 
the patient, diplomatic efforts 
which were to win over British 
leaders. He made the first con- 
tacts with the Foreign Office. In 
1916 he drew up a draft memo- 
randum for the British govern- 
ment which set forth the princi- 
ples of Jewish program for Pal- 
estine. This document became 
the basis for the British man- 
date. 


A DEVOTEE of Weizmann did 
not hesitate to record that “dur- 
ing the protracted negotiations 
which preceded the Balfour 
Declaration it was Sokolow per- 
haps more than Weizmann, who 
won the sympathy of prominent 
British Jewish figures thereto- 
fore indifferent to Jewish na- 
tional aspirations in Palestine.” 

It was Sokolow, by virtue of

his skills, patience and under- 
standing, who was _ responsible 
for winning the suport of the 
French government at a time 
when France was strongly op- 
posed to the entrance of Britain 
into the Midle East. Such opposi- 
tion might have well wrecked the 
movement in its early days. It 
was Sokolow who, in a remark- 
ably frank meeting, gained the 
benvolent neutrality and warm 
regards of the Pope at a time 
when Vatican opposition, too. 
could have upset all the hopes 
and plans stemming from the 
Balfour Declaration. 

When the Zionist organization 
expressed its disapproval of 
Weizmann by choosing Sokolow 
as president of the world body in 
1931 and again in 1933, Weiz- 
mann never forgave him, Im- 
mediately upon Weizmann’s re- 





turn to power in 1935 he shelved 
Sokolow. Shorn of responsibili- 
ties, even in the field of journal- 
ism, the veteran leader died a 
year later. 


IN HIS BOOK, Kling tells of 
the development of Sokolow’s 
philosophy of Zionism. Sokolow 
came under the influence of 
Herzl almost at the beginning, 
and translated the latter’s 
utopian novel, “Altneuland” into 
Hebrew. In translation he called 
it “Tel Aviv,” from which the 
city at once took its name. 

Sokolow was a quiet man, who 
never showed Passion or ex- 
citement. It was only when his 
pen touched paper that the 
sparks flew. He was a man of 
great intellect, of extraordinary 
insights, with encyclopedic 
breadth. However, as a contem- 
porary said of him, he lacked the 
divine fire of leadership. In the 
political arena, temperament 
often counts for more than true 
ability. 

Aside from journalism, which 


was his profession, he excelted 
at diplomacy. A concise summary 
of the man’s qualities was offered 
by Shmarya Levine, who wrote: 
“Had Jews possessed a state of 
their own, Sokolow would have 
been its most distinguished dip- 
lomat. From his early manhood, 
he displayed those gifts and tal- 
ents which are commonly looked 
for in the higher fternational 
diplomacy. His bearing, his social 
approach, his manner of sPpeak- 
ing, his very dress, marked hirn 
as one born to shine in the ‘big 
world. Among all the Jews I 
have met or whom I have had 
occasion to observe, there is not 
one who approaches Sokolow in 
cis character of the synthesis of 
Europeanism, not even among 
the Jews of Western Europe.” 


His rare talents were indeed 
used to advantage. They were in 
large share responsible for cre- 
ating the historic conditions out 
of which the state of Israel was

Should Limit Synagogue Fiscal Bodies to the Budget and Finance Committees 


coordination in research and ira- 
plementation. 

When one examines the syna- 
gogue administration structure 
objectively, there seems to be 
good reason for limiting the 
committees to only two— a bud 
get committee and a finance 
committee. In order to under- 
stand this limitation one must 
clearly define the role and func- 
tion of each of these two com- 
mittees. Let’s begin with an at 
tempt to analyse the purpose 
of the budget. 

In a recently published book 
by John C. Bramer, Jr. titled, 
“Efficient Church Business Man. 
agement” (Westminister Press) 
we find the following: 

‘It functions as a guide, an 
authorization, and a control. The 
budget is a plan for a given 
period of time. Once tormulated 
it tells the reader what is anti- 
cipated in the way of income 
for the period and what are the 
plans for the use of this income. 

When properly used, the bud- 
get ‘serves as a financial road 
map, which facilitates the reach-

There are several important 
points made in Mr. Bramer’s out- 
line of the purposes of the budget 
which involve the relationship 
of the budget and finance commit- 
tees. The budget is a plan for a 
specified and limited period of 
time and in congregational life 
life this means for a single year 
or fiscal period. It serves to 
authorize the collection of in- 
come and its disbursement foor 
the specified period but does not 
stipulate how the funds may he 
raised. It assures that the funds 
collected are utilized for the au 
thorized synagogue program, 

In suggesting the proper way 
to prepare and administer the 
church budget, Mr. Bramer also 
helps us to define the role of the 
committee. “The first step in the 
preparation of a sound unified 
budget is the formation of an 
organization that includes repre- 
sentatives from: the _ various 
boards and groups within the 
church as well as representatives 
from the congregation at large,” 
suggests Mr. Bramer. At the same 
time, he gives us a word of cau- 
tion, “It should be remembered 
that the budget is simply a tool 
to be used in guiding the finan- 
cial management of the church, 
It should neyer take precedence 
over the program but should be 
used to translate the program 
into action.” 

JUST EXACTLY what does the 
budget committee do? In Myr. 
Bramer’s aPproach, the commit- 





tee, ‘well in advance of the date 
set for completion of the budget,” 
meets with the representatives 
of the boards and organizations 
of the congregation and learns 
from them “what they would 
like to acomplish during the next 
fiscal year.” 


After the group is in agree- 
ment on what these reasonable 
goals are to be, they should be 
listed and assigned aproximate 
costs. Having developed the pro- 
gram budget of the congregation 
for the year, the committee must 
now give consideration to the in- 
come aspects. Mr. Bramer recom- 
mends that the budget commitee 
should first “review the income 
estimates to determine whether 
or not they are reasonable. At- 
tempts should be made to see if 
income from the_ established 
sources might have been under. 
estimated. 

Having formulated a complete 
document representing the pro- 
gram requirements and the es- 
tablished sources of income 
available to pay for them, the 
budget committee chairman pre- 
sents it to the synagogue Board. 
Presentation to the Board should

OUR APPROACH TO BG 


The visit here of David Ben Gurion offers so much 
hope for diplomatic achievement of utmost importance to 
Israel’s welfare that it almost seems like a pity for U. S. 
Jewish leaders to seize this opportunity to confront him 
with the dangers inherent in his faulty conception of the 
position of U. S. Jews vis-a-vis Israel and vis-a-vis the U. S. 


This doesn’t mean that the position of U. S. Jewry is not 
also of supreme importance. But it does mean _ that 
although Ben Gurion’s words do have some effect with 
some people, they do not alter the fundamental security of 
U.S. Jewry and U. S. Jewry by now pretty well knows this. 


Consequently when the meetings that Jewish leaders 
do hold with Ben Gurion take place, we’d suggest not an 
angry confrontation, a suggestion our leadership doesn’t 
need from The POST and OPINION, but a concession from 
Ben Gurion that there are differences of opinion not only 
between him and us, but also between us, and that for the 
present at least, Ben Gurion’s assertions should be couched 
in less diadactic terms. If he’d qualify his beliefs and give 
them a proper frame of reference, we believe that very few 
people would take exception to them, and he himself would 
achieve to a greater extent what he has in mind in these 
seeming angry outbursts. 


U.S. Jewry is groping, and Ben Gurion hopes to sway 
the discussion to his view. Yet so far what he has elicited 
are only bitter denunciations, and this leads to enmity, not 
mature consideration. 


No one can say that Ben Gurion is wrong in his views. 
We all can say he is wrong in his tactics. 


While he is here if this one point can be achieved, we 
pelieve this is the politic approach to the meetings between 
him and U. S. Jewish leaders. 


LET’S AT LEAST DISCUSS IT 


Myron Schoen, whose weekly column in The POST 
and OPINION on affairs of the synagogue is an important 
contribution, last week discussed the need for congrega- 
tions within the means of the workingman. 


He mentions a number of calls from Reform leaders 
from some action in this area, lest the Jew in the working- 
class be alienated from Judaism. 


The fact that nothing has been done is the best testi- 
money that no one cares enough. 


Meanwhile the trend in the opposite direction—of vast 
edifices of extraordinary beauty and almost unlimited cost 
continues. 


Only the Orthodox—or rather the ultra~-Orthodox— 
seems to be doing anything at all about bringing the cost of 
synagogue affiliation, and more important, participation, 
within the reach of the vast majority of today’s Jews who 
struggle to make ends meet like most other Americans. 


The pressure on our present congregations to meet their 
budgets is unrelenting. Our seminaries and national re- 
ligious organizations cannot find the wherewithal to pay 
for their present programs. 


Somewhere something is amiss. 


Schoen recommends that this be made a local com- 
munity problem. Any recommendation is better than none. 
As of now the problem is not even on the agenda, save for 
the beautiful phrases uttered and written which have as 
yet not been followed by any action. 


There has been some progress since the P-O has been 
pointing up the need. At least there seems to be agreement 
that free or reduced memberships to those unable to pay is 
not the answer. It isn’t. Since synagogue membership today 
doesn’t mean attendance at services but rather taking part 
in the social affairs of the congregation, what is to be 
gained by being a member for a minimum fee when a 
banquet or social affair costs $25.00 a couple, and a bar 
mitzva means mortgaging the income for years to come? 


IS THIS TODAY’S COMMENT? 


Prof. Harlow’s report (P-O, May 19) on the abysmal 
ignorance of Jewish college students about Jewish history 
may or may not be up to date. We recall a similar critique 
by him about 10 years ago. Sometimes these strictures make 
the rounds and turn up years later as current comment. 


Prof. Harlow, if he’s still conducting these classes on 
“The Contrihutions of Judaism and American Jews to De- 
mocracy and Christianity” at Smith College, can tell us 
whether the Jewish student of today is just as dumb about 
Judaism and Jewish history as he was a decade ago. 


If the report should be that there is no change, this 
would be most hopeful in view of the fact that this would 
mean an arresting of the downward trend. If on the other 
hand there has been some improvement—and we believe 
that there has been—the Jewish group would take much 
encouragement. 
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We suggested to President Max Bressler 


that he put us on his newly-formed Zionist 
Organization of America committee to pro- 
mote aliyah, but we're afraid that, knowing of 
our interest in such a movement and not 
having done so when the committee was being 
organized, he won’t do so now. 


That’s the reward one gets for being out- 
spoken. ~ 


Yet we should praise the ZOA and its pres- 
ident for at least embarking on the project, 
even though it is pretty late. 


Long after the ZOA has been forgotten, if 
this committee can achieve a small part of its 
goal, it will be one of the most important steps 
of the American Zionists since the role it 
played in the founding of the state. 

In this connection, David Macarov, whom 
many of us knew well before he went to Israel 
to live, has a few pungent remarks to make 
about a developing erroneous view of Israel. 
Dave is answering an article by Rabbi Arthur 
Lelyveld, of Cleveland, but we don’t have 
room for both pieces.

“I was very saddened to read Rabbi Lely- 
veld’s “Reflections” in the December Bulle- 
tin. This is not only because I know and 
respect him as one of the thinkers and build- 
ers of the Zionist Movement, but because 
the viewpoint which he put forth—that 
Israel threatens to become a goy-ka-goyim, 
and not the merkaz ruchani which the 
Zionist Movement projected—is being in- 
creasingly heard and read, as a reason for 
disassociation with Israel. Not, has v’chalila, 
that Rabbi Lelyveid threatens or even thinks 
of such disassociation but others have been 
using this reason to lay down some of the 
burden of being Zionists, becoming» “friends 
of Israel” and “well-wishers” instead. 


The homogeneous, Moses-led Egyptian 
Jews were a “generation of the desert” for 
40 years before heing considered even 
worthy of entering the promised land. The 
American sociologist, Hansen, felt that it 
took three generations before immigrants 
to America, in all its wealth and safety, 
felt secure. Even in Rabbi Lelyveld’s terms 
of threat and promise for the future, Israel 
can lay claims to great achievement. The 
open door to all Jews everywhere as an 
act of faith, despite the actual hardships 
which this works upon Jews already in Is- 
rael—in terms of double-shifts in schools, 
longer lines at clinics, salary deductions for 
“voluntary aliyah loans,” higher taxes, addi- 
tional overburdening of public utilities, in- 
creased tension in schools and playgrounds 
—is an act of great moral courage, The 
revival of a dead language—how much 
easier adoption of English, or French, or 
even Yiddish, might have been—how much 
heartache would have been obviated; even 
the most recent government crisis, which 
one side says was caused by the desire to 
bring to light the truth and which the other 
side says was caused by a desire to safe- 
guard democracy, was in its own way a 
moral act since it will bring to the elector- 
ate a question which in many states would 
have been solved by deals and deception; 
the help being extended to less-developed 
countries; the decision to capture and try 
Eichmann despite diplomatic difficulties and 
a “bad press” abroad; the trial which fol- 
lowed the Kfar Kassem affair, and the de- 
cision which resulted from it, forbidding Is- 
raeli soldiers, even under orders, to commit 
acts which figuratively “blind the eyes and 
stab the heart”—are these not promises, or 
at least glimpses, of the kind of state 
which Israel may become? 


Of course, there are also threats to the 
“becoming” of Israel as or la-goyim. These 
are not the Hiltons and the Sheratons and 
the golf course—singular—for these are not 
expressions of Israeli values—they are 
built because of the demands of visitors 
from chutz la’aretz, many of them good 
Zionists who do not see the demands of 
their bodily comforts as undermining the 
spiritual values of Israel. (And, incidentally, 
neither do I.) But we have worse things, 
which Rabbi Lelyveld in his affection for 
Israel did not mention—instances of im- 
morality and corruption and dirty politics 


and discrimination and vunkindnesses, [I 
don’t believe that they outweigh the posi- 
tives, but, nevertheless, there they are. 


How to accentuate the positive and elim- 
inate the negatives is a matter of concern 
for many of us who live here. That is why, 
in part, a Zionist group has been organized 
by Hebrew University’s faculty; why the 
Association of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel has begun to interest itself in civic 
affairs; and why there is constant supplica- 
tion for Jews from the West to come here 
to live. For it is within the context of aliyah 
that this entire discussion must be seen. The 
threats to Israel’s spiritual future cannot 
be overcome by either strictures or good- 
will from abroad, by complaints from or 
advice by tourists, by one or two-year “‘con- 
tributions’ by visiting experts, or by resolu- 
tions of Zionist Congresses. The only way 
for Israel to become a spiritual center, a 
moral force and example of government and 
a way of life, is for people who believe in 
and are willing to work for those ends to 
come here and participate in achieving 
them. 


A rationalization has been defined as “a 
good reason in place of the real reason.” 
Israel’s real and fancied short-comings begin 
to sound dangerously close to a rationaliza- 
tion for ~not continuing association with 
Zionism: and with Israel and above all for 
not having the courage to decide on aliyah. 
It is always easier to withdraw than to 
fight, but only propagandists label with- 
drawal as victory. Let us accept the separa- 
tion of our communities if it is inevitable; 
let us each decide how we want to live our 
lives as Jews on the basis of our. back- 
grounds, aspirations and abilities; but let 
us not blame the stars for the faults which 
lie in us.” 


Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg told us that he had 
been asked by “Commentary” to write an 
answer to the “thirty-one.” This is a natural 
follow-up, but a better one—one that will il- 
lustrate so much more for us—would be for 
Editor Podhoretz to go back to the original 
group of youngsters that the predecessor of 
Commentary asked for their views back in 
1934. and see what their outlook is in 1961 
about the same questions.

Wisconsin U. Asked by State

MY ADISON, Wisc, (P-O) — An 
jnvestigation into the question 
of accepting restricted granis 
has been touched off at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, 

The ruckus all started when 
the university’s’ board of re- 
gents accepted a $100,000 grart 
limited to “Gentile Protestant 
students only” from the estate of 
the late Ida D. Altemus of 
Stoughton, Wisc. (P-O, April 14). 

Many persons have criticized 
the board’s action. 

Among those who have asked 
the regents to re-consider their 
action, is Dr. G..Aubrey Young 
chairman of the Governor’s Coin- 
mission on Human Rights, 

But, there seems to be a prob- 
lem — the board’s inability to 
change its mind once it has ac- 
cepted a gift. This has been held 
by past State Supreme Court and 
attorney general’s rulings. 

Fred H. Harrington, univer- 
sity vice-president, has submitted 
a recommendation that the 
school’s administration explore 
the legal and policy questions in- 





volved and submit a report to 
the regents. The regents agreed. 

This action, according to Le 
Roy Luberg, Dean of Students, 
would pose another problem. If 
all grants are checked, about 150 
of them stretching back some 
80 years would be involved. 


Clarke Smith, regent secretary, 
said that gifts restricted to non- 
Christians, Jewish women and 
Negroes have been accepted be- 
fore and they tend to balance 
themselves out. 

In other words, there are so 
many applicants for scholarships 
and loan funds and so much 
money to go around, 

The regents did not as yet act 
on Dr. Young’s request that they 
meet with the commission to 
discuss the question since a few 
of them feel that the Human 
Rights commission is not the 
proper group to make the study. 
But copies of Dr. Young’s letter 
have been made and distributed 
for closer study. 


“We need a neutral, objective 
group that does not think that 





discrimination is a nasty word,” 
said regent Harold Konnak, 

He then suggested that legal 
experts of the State Bar prepare 
a brief on the question. 

Another eriticism of the 
board’s action came from the Ro- 
man Catholic Archdiocese of Mil- 
waukee (P-O, May 5). 

In an editorial in their official 
newspaper — The Herald Citizen 
—they said: 

“The board of regents have 
this $100,000 fund and they have 
—by their action — placed on it. 
this sign: ‘No Jew, No Catholic 
» « » Need apply; we'll refuse 
your application,’ ” 

Harrington noted that Harvard 
University once rejected a gift 
designed to “combat feminisny” 
and a gift plugging for “white 
supremacy” was rejected by one 
Southern college and accepted by 
another, 

It was indicated by the discus 
sions that the whole problem 
would eventually end up in the 
attorney general’s office for a 
ruling.

Zionist Leaders Differ on Judaism 
In Reply to Ben Gurion 


While scoring Ben Gurion for 
his recent attack on American 
Zionists, the head of the World 
Zionist Organization and the head 
of the Jewish Agency for Israei 
Inc. differed on just what con- 
stitutes the .Jewishness of the 
‘American Jew. 

While veteran Zionist Dewey 
Stone claimed that American 
Jews are Jewish because of re- 
ligious faith, world Zionist leader 
Nahum Goldmann countered that 
Judaism is a multiple of things 
and more than just a religion. 

The differences were expressed 
before a small group of reporters 
after a press conference by Na- 
hum Goldmann where he criti- 
cized Israeli Prime Minister Ben 
Gurion for claiming that Zion- 
ists had no right to call them- 
selves Zionists because they re- 
garded themselves as Americans 
and not as Jews. 

Peppery Ben Gurion, bristlinz 
under the attack of knesset merr- 
bers of the newly-formed Liberal 
and Mapam parties for signing 
a new agreement with Jacob 
Blaustein of the American Jew- 
ish Committee and _ by-passing 
the World Zionist organizatioa, 
which had been given the man- 
date as Israel’s link with world 
Jewry, told his critics that tiie 
Zionists were no more Zionist 
than the committee members. 

Ben Gurion said that he knew 
of only one Zionist in America — 
and he is a man who thinks of 
himself, 
“only as a Jew.” In what came 
as the severest blow to American 
Zionists, the fiery prime minister 
indicated that Zionists in th's 
country should consider them- 
Selves as Jews in the same way 


that Jews in Russia ‘considered 
themselves Jews and not Rus- 
sians.
